HISTOSY OF MARY E. MEXHO GILES 


In the year 1830 Heber C. Kimball and brother Gibson went to 
England to preach the gospel of Jesus Christ of Latterday Saints tot 
the people. Peter Mayho, among others became interested and in 184U he 
began to investigate and later Joined the church. About this time he met 
a young lady named Ann Howarth. He deciged to make her his wife and this 
teing agree ule with her, they were married. To this union were born four 
children, James and John, died at birth, Mary E. and Noah. Mary was born 
Nov. 6, 1847 at Cheumore, England. The spirit of gathering to Zion was 
now commencing to work upon the people and so Peter and his wife Anna, 
Mary and Noah decided to go to America or Zion as they called it. 

They prepared for their Journey and left Liverpool May 22, 1856 on 
the ship Horizon. They arrived in Boston June 3U, and arriveg in Iowa City 
July 8. They immediately set to work to prepare handcarts to go across 
the plains. They labored three weeks on their handcarts geting them in 
good condition for their long journey. At last July 28, they broke camp 
with Captain Martin and his company which consisted of 546 souls and 146 
handcerts. They traveled only a short distance when some of the handcarts 
broke down. When this happened, the saints would repair them at night so 
that all the company could start together in the morning. Mary, though 
only a small girl walked with the rest, riding only when going down hill, 
geting off and walking anain when the bottom was reached. It was a hard, 
tiresome journey. They were happy with only one thought in view, to reach 
Zion where they couid worsnip Guo as tney pleased, and be a free people. 
They sang the songs of Zion, never forgot to ask their Father in Heaven 
to guide them and bless them on their journey. Ocbober 8, they camped at 
Fort Laramie. The saints traded their watches and other things for food 
and provisions to help them on their travels over the weary plains. 

They arrived in Salt Lake City Nov. 30. Mary's father was a very 
large man and when the company arrived at the Platte river they had to 
wade across. Peter waded the river twenty two times carrying the weak and 
the women. From this exposure he later contracted rheumatism. 

Mary and hee people settled in Kaysville for awhile. Here a son was 
born to the parents but he didnot live long. They then moved down to the 
lake bottoms at Provo. They stayed a short time then John Crook senior 
went to Provo and May 1,1864 moved the family to Heber. He gave them a 
city lot as a present if they would come with him. The Mayho home still 
stands on that lot. 

Mary being the oldest in the family and her father not being able to 
work much, went out working at any kind of work there was to do, in the 
field or in the house. Two of the ladies she worked for were و‎ Sawyer 
and Mrs. Miller. These two ladies went to California. She had the privilege 
of doing their temple work for them before she died.
